Meteorological Report. — The Ba- 
rometer continued to rise from the 22d to 
the SSth January. A smart frost on the 
24lh, 35th, and 26th. Heavy rain on the 
27th, with wind fresh from the north, 
which became more from east on the 29th, 
with some snow, which, a few miles from 
to.vn, drifted to the depth of six or eight 
feet. 

Feb, I. — The heaviest fall of snow since 
January, 1814, took place in the last 
twenty-four hours. The Barometer con- 
tinued to fall — the Thermometer in the 
morning 28°, but became steady at 32" 
towards night— Wind N, E. I — some hail. 

Feb. 2. — Snow continued this day, but 
not so heavy as yesterday. The Ther- 
mometer during the day from 33° to 35°, 
but fell towards evening to 31°. Baro- 
meter rising. 

Feb. 4, — A thaw took place this morn- 
ing, but continued only while the sun re- 
mained high. Hard frost set in at night. 
The Thermometer 30° at 10 p. m. Baro- 
meter rising. 

Feb. 5.— Thermometer at 8 A. M. 27°. 
Barometer still rising. Hard frost. 

Feb. 6. — Thermometer this morning 
26°. A very hard frost through the 
night. The Barometer fell during the 
day. Some thaw, which ended in snow. 

Feb - 7. — A rapid and general thaw 
took place last night, which continued 
through the day. The Thermometer was 
46° this morning— 20 degrees higher than 
the preceding morning at the same hour. 

Feb. 9. — The thaw has continued with 
the Thermometer at 55°. The snow in 
the town nearly disappeared. 

Feb 10.— The Thermometer still up at 
58°. The heat of the air considerable for 
the year. 

The weather continued fair from the 
10th. Some fog, and towards the 15th 
cloudy weather. The wind generally 
S. E but very variable — blew smart in 
the evening of the l/th and 18th. 

Medical Report.— From the State- 
ment published by the House of Reco- 
very in Cork-street on the 31st of Janua- 
ry, it would appear that fever had a consi- 
derable accession— the number on the 
books being 65 more than in the preced- 
ing report : the mortality also much in- 
creased. The applications for admission 
to the Hardwicke Fever and Sir Patrick 



Dun's Hospitals diminished since the last 
statement. 

Some intermittents occurred, mostly in 
those who were affected in last autumn, 
when they were more general than usual, 
particularly from the neighbourhood of 
Rush, Baldoyle, Chapelizod, and Leixlip 
— iu the two former, probablv, owing to 
the marshy soil, but when not arising from 
affections and obstructions of the biliary 
secretions, yielded readily to the use of 
quinine and Peruvian bark. Those agues 
that occurred in the spring of last year, 
seemed more readily cured by the latter 
than the former; but this may have arisen 
from a spurious preparation of quinine. 
Doctor Hunham's observations on this 
complaint may be satisfactory to some of 
your readers : — 

'* This disease does not arise from con- 
tagion, nor seems to become infectious in 
its course. The exciting causes of it are, 
fatigue, watching, anxiety, and poor diet. 
The progress is slow and insidious ( nei- 
ther has it any certain termination or cri- 
sis, but assumes at its conclusion an hecti- 
cal form, which continues some weeks be- 
fore the patient's health and strength can 
be fully reinstated. In these respects it 
differs from fever produced from conta- 
gion, and also in another particular, that 
the tongue usually remains moist during 
its whole course-" — Essay ou Fevers, 
chap. vii. 

Mendicitt Report. — It appears from 
the weekly returns, that the number on the 
books of the Association are increasing, 
which forms a tolerable good criterion of 
the state of poverty in the metropolis. 

On the snow taking place, the prospec- 
tive view of the association was awful, as, 
from the state of the roads, the farmers 
were unable to send in supplies to the dif- 
ferent markets ; and, consequently, every 
article of food experienced a sudden lise. 
White potatoes, from being 4d. per stone, 
lose to lOd. and apples, from 5 jd. and 6il. 
to Is. 3d. Had it not been for the fore- 
sight of the excellent superintendent of 
this Institution, Mr. Galbraith, the conse- 
quences and expence would have been la- 
mentable. He laid in, the week before, 
a sufficient supply for ten days of this ne- 
cessary article, at 2s. 6d. per hundred ; 
and the public may judge how fortunate 
this had been, when they are informed, 
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that during the week ending the 5th of 
February, thirty-four tons six hundreds of 
potatoes had been boiled within this In- 
stitution. A similar rise took place in ba- 
con, which had been sold the last week in 
January at 4f d. was now 7d. and 8d. per 
pound. Beef and mutton experienced a 
proportionate increase. Vegetables, from 
the deptb of the snow, could not be had : 
and here it may be worth while to remark, 
that rice boiled with a little water in an 
earthen vessel, immersed in a pot of boil- 
ing water, is an excellent substitute for 
vegetables, when dear, or not to be pro- 
cured— a little salt or butter, or both, 
may be added according to the taste of 
the housekeeper. The writer of this has 
it 6ve days in the week at his table. 

Smithfield on Monday, Feb 7, exhibit- 
ed a greater show of black cattle and 
sheep than had been seen for many months 
before, the farmers speculating on getting a 
considerable advance in price from the scar- 
city of the preceding week— in which they 
must have been much disappointed, from 
the quantity on sale, as well as from the 
blessed thaw and rapid dissolution of the 
snow, which put an end to all their airy 
dreams of wealth, to be acquired from the 
pressing wants of their fellow-creatures.
